To which propoſition Mr, Sachevere! conſented, bur Mr, Yerzos refuſed ic, declaring he would Poll no way

Now the place where the Poll was then co be (and during memory had ever been) taken , conſiſting of

out at the back door in that inward chamber : Ic was agreed chat the Poll ſhould be taken in che inward 
chamber, 2nd chat as many free- holders of thoſe that ſhould be next the door of the outward chamber as ic 
would well hold ſhould be admitted inco it, and then as 'ormerly had alfo been uſed the door to be kepr 
ſhur, tillchoſe had Poled, and chen they co go down our at the back door inthe ipner cham ber , and as many 
more tobe admitted in the ſame manner into the outward chamber, and fo ro proceed while the Poll lafied.. 
Andir was further agreed, that the Gentry, the Clergy , and ſome aged perſons ſhould ( as formerly had 
been uſed) be ar ſeaſonable times admitted in art the back door, if ic was deſired, 


This being done, and the Poll beginning, and Mr, Sachevere! ſeeing ſome perſons come in as Voters foe 
Mr. Vernon, who nzicher reſided in that County, por bad therein any treehold in their own occupation, He . 
at firſt excepted again} chem, and alſo againſi ſuch as had no Eſtates bur Copy hold in antiene demeſne , and: © 
declaredthar he conceived that by divers Statutes, (viz. 8. Hen, 6. Cap, 7. and the firſt of Hew, 5, Cap. Uy3 


and the firft Fen, 6,Cap. 2.) Such non-refiants and Copyhbolders had no Votes, But it was highly io! 
on by Mr. Fernen and his friends chatthey had Vores, and Mr, Sacheverel perceiving that aquiet Poll could 
not be had without entring of the names of ſuch non-refiavrs and Copyholders , he did conſent that, de Situe:
